mon people,

bungle their government, arc peace 
and happiness. But thc ultimate ends 
of a military dictator arc murder and 
conquest. 


And so the lesson of France for all 


republics is simply this: 


The safety of the nation requires 


(list its government refrain from ab- 
solutism in civil matters, pursue a 
moderate course, compromising be- 
tween various classes and muny in- 
terests among its own people. For this 
is the road to a united nation. 


I speak here of civil matters only. 


Regarding the military there can be 
no compromise, no moderation. For 
a people must defend themselves, and 
defense requires absolute measures— 
in military things. 


But France, not being united in 


civil matters, was unable to unite for 
national defense, 


Paradoxically, France was un abso- 


lute socialist government in lime of 
peace, and a republic in time of war. 
She couldn't win.. 


We set for our own country a dif- 


ferent goal. It is this: a republic in 
time of peace, and an absolute mil- 
itary machine in time of war. 
And 


we can't lose.

German Bank Aids Nazi 


Trade 


Trade experts feel that as the Unit- 


ed States today holds the lion's share 
of Mexican U-ade due to the war, 
'now is the time to establish American 
local trade outlets or cultivate pure- 
ly Mexican agencies, rather than de- 
pend on present German and even 
Japanese houses who might elect to 
let U. S. exporters down suddenly, 
substituting German and 
Japanese 


goods when they again become avail- 
able. 


At this point looms up the Banco 


Germanico, which many Americans in 
Mexico believe to be the real center 
of the Quinta Columns (Fifth Col- 
umn). 


Banco Germanici is more powerful 


ay far in advancing German interests 
than fly-by-night propaganda sheets 
or covert salutes. This old and solid 
banking institution is regarded by in- 
siders as the real link between Ger- 
many and Mexico. 


Active head and spark plug .of this 


institution is Otto Strieker, though its 
president is Carlos Schuke, a natural- 
ised Mexican citizen. When any Ger- 
man commercial institution which has 
the slightest vajue lo the Nazi re- 
gime needs money, it is forthcoming 
from the Banco Germanico. 


Similar A'tnerican firms must de- 


pend on regular coflimercial credit 
facilities, and can get loans only when 
they are feasible on a jrtrictly bus- 
iness basis. But tbe Banco German- 
ico seems to apply different stand- 
ards and to have ample funds for 
any purpose which will bolster Ger- 
man commercial institutions in Mex- 
ico. 


It has been proposed that through 


the Import-Export bank in Washing- 
ton some sort of commercial cmli! 
institution be created that would en- 
able American exporters to establish 
and nurse through the development 
period their own export outlets in 
Mexico .and other southern countries

Between 12,000 and 17,000 Indians

in the bureau of Indian 


affairs here say that apparently the 
same qualities which made the In- 
dians such formidable foes in the days 
when they were fighting each other 
and the pioneers has not been lost to 
the race through generations of peace. 
They have courage under fire, en- 
durance, alertness, scouting ability and 
an instinctive knowledge of -the best 
methods of fighting. 


Tricked the Germans 


There is an Indian story which pro- 


vided one of the laughs of the World 
war. "A ••commanding officer, -sus- 
pecting that his communication lines 
were tapped, ordered two Indians of 
the same tribe to take over the two 
ends of the line. He then had the 
Indians translate his orders into their 
native tongue. Long after the war, 
it was found out that the German 
intelligence service had spent days in 
vain effort to .solve this "code." 


There were 40,645 Indians and Es- 


kimos who had to register under the 
draft. Because they generally 
arc 


healthy and in many cases without 
families who arc solely dependent 
upon them, it is thought their rate 
of availability for service probably 
will nin .higher than will that of Die 
icst of the population. That doesn't 
mean, however, that necessarily there 
will be a greater percentage of In- 
dians called.

The bar to any extension of in- 


fluence is chiefly one of transportat- 
ion. A hodge podge of mountains bulg- 
es up in the center of the Balkan 
peninsula. It isolates many groups of 
people who retain old habits, old loy- 
alties and old languages. 


Generally the Balkans are agricultu- 


ral regions. They are peopled by stur- 
dy peasants who fight hard when 
necessary, work hard but produce 
comparatively little because of crude 
agricultural methods. 


In some respects it is a frontier but 


it maintains 75 million people in a 
legion somewhat more than twice the 
size of Texas, if Turkey be includ- 
ed.
